Dillon Bitterly Attac 
Government, Saying It Is 
Wiping Out Life Work in 
Sea of Blood. 


DANGEROUS REACTION 


FOLLOWS EXECUTIONS, 


House of Lords Adopts 
Motion Expressing Dissat- 
isfaction With, Govern- 
ment’s Management. 


London, May 11.—The most danger- 
ous factor in the Irish situation, name- 
ly, that the punishment of the rebels 
would cause a reaction of sympathy 
among the warm-hearted and emotional 
people, appears to be fast materializ- 
ing. 

John Dillon, one of the most respected 
of the nationalists, but often one of 
the bitterest antagonists of British 
rule, attacked the government today 
in the house of commons in a speech 
which, for bitter denunciation, has not 
been surpassed at Westminster since 
Parnell’s days. 

Premier Asquith has personally step- 
ped into the breach and is taking the 
unprecedented course of journeying to 
Dublin to investigate the situation and 
doubtless to give instructions to Gen- 
eral Maxwell regarding the policy 
which the military government must 
pursue, now that the chief civil admin- 
{strators, Lord Wimborne, Augustin 

tirrell and Sir Matthew Nathan, have 
retired from office. The premier left 
here tonight by the Irish mail train on 
his way to that city. 

Once Before Took Reins. 

Mr. Asquith once before took the 
reins:in his own hands at a crisis by 
assuming the secretaryship of war 
when the threatened Ulster revolt in 
1914 caused the resignation of Col- 
onel Seely. 

The prime minister’s finest powers 
have been displayed in playing the 
part of a conciliator and he now has 
a task which is likely to demand their 
utmost exercise. He announced that’ 
he was going to consplt with the au- 
thorities in order to arrive at some 
arrangement satisfactory to Irishmen 
of all parties and no statesman ever 
attempted a harder achievement. He 
frankly declared that the present sit- 
vation could not continue. Many of 
the newspapers, particularly the lib- 
eral organs, call upon the Trish fac- 
tions to seize the opportunity for set- 
tling their long standing differences. 

The Marquis of Lansdowne intimated 
to the house of lords that the disarma- 
ment of all Ireland will be undertaken. 
This would mean the disarmament of 
the Ulstereand nationalist volunteers 
and whether that can be done depends 
on Sir Edward Carson and John Red- 
mond more than on any other indi- 
Viduals. 

The house of commons negatived, 
without division, Mr. Dillon’s motion 
demanding that the government should 
iminediately declare its intention. The 
house of lords adopted without division 
Lord Loreburn’s motion expressing dis- 
gatisfaction with the gavernment’s 
management of Ireland. 

Fourteen persons hdve been  ex- 
ecuted in Ireland, Harold J. Ten- 
mant, parliamentary under-secretary 
for war, told a questioner in 
the house of commons today. Seven- 
ty-three persons have _ received sen- 
tences of penal servitude and six of 
imprisonment at hard labor, the un- 
der secretary added. 


Dillen Motion Lost. 


The text of the resolution presented 
by John Dillon is as follows: 

“That in the interests of peace and 
good government in Ireland it is vitally 
important that the government™should 
immediately make a full statement of 
their intentions as to continuance of 
executions in that country, carried out 
as a result of secret military trials 
and as to continuance of martial law, 
military rule and the searches’ and 
wholesale arrests now going on in va- 
rious districts of the country.” 

Mr. Dillon’s motion was voted down 
without a division. 

In speaking on his resolution, Mr. 
Dillon referred to the ‘execution of 
Thomas Kent in County Cork, saying 
it looked as though there was a rov- 
ing commission to carry out “these 
horrible executions.”

In Submarine War onEngland 


That, Coupled With Determination Not to Cause Break 
With America, Caused Terms of German Reply, 
According to Report of Chancellor’s Speech. 


‘London, May 11.—What purports to 
be a summary of the speech of Dr. von 
Bethmann-Hollweg, the German im- 
perial chancellor, at the eecret sitting 
of the general committee of the reichs- 
tag on May 5 concerning Germany's 
reply to America is published by The 
Wireless Press today under a Berne 
date. The Wireless Press states that 
the following remarks by the chan- 
cellor may be accepted as unquestion- 
ably authentic: 

‘tT have said before that we must 
drop all sentimentality. JI repeat that. 
With regard to our diapute with Amer- 
ica, our self-respect was wounded by 
the aggressive wording of the Ameri- 
can note to Germany. Our feelings 
urge us to repel this interference with 
our legitimate methods of warfare and 
tell America to mind her own busi- 
ness, but considerations of policy com- 
pel us to subordinate patriotic zeal to 
patriotic reason. We must be guided, 
however, not by our feelings, but by 
the coolest judgment. 

“We have one aim and one duty, 
namely, to win the war; therefore, any 
policy which endangers our victory 
must be avoided. The overwhelming 


| 


majority of expert opinion regards a 


rupture of relations with America as 


a grave peril. 

“A great mistake has been commit- 
ted in overstating the value of the 
submarine campaign against England. 
Our naval experts no longer believe 
in the probability of reducing England 
to starvation and ruin by submarines 
even if the war lasts another two years. 
It is true that these instruments can 
inflict a frightful amount of damage, 
but this damage would be insufficient 
to outweigh the danger to ourselves of 
America’s hostilities. 

“It is folly to underestimate the con- 
sequences of a conflict with America, 
nor should we risk only America’s 
enmity. Our information leads us to 
believe that other neutrals might fol- 
low America’s lead. 

“The imperial government has weigh- 
ed every factor and is convinced of 
the necessity of avoiding a breach with 
America. 

“These are the hard facts of the 
present situation. We have worded a 
reply such as may reserve future lib- 
erty of action. If the sjtuation changes 
we may cancel our concessions to 
America and resume unrestricted sub- 
marine operations, but for the pres- 
ent we must overcome our feeling and 
pursue the policy most conducive to 
final victory over all our enemies.” 


AMERICA PREPARING 
PROTEST TO BRITAIN 


Policy of Holding Up Hos- 
pital Supplies to Germany 
Declared in Violation of 


Geneva Convention. 


Washington, May 11.—The American 
government is preparing to protest to 
Great Britain against its policy of re- 
fusing to allow the shipment of hos- 
pital supplies by the American Red 
Cross to Germany and her allies, Sec- 
retary Lansing received a letter today 
from former President Taft, chairman 
of the central committee of the Red 
Cross, urging such action, and it was 
learned tonight that the matter would 
be taken up with the British govern- 
ment in the near future. 


Mr. Taft’s letter revealed for the 


‘first time that Great Britain formally 


had declined to issue permits for ship- 
ments of supplies to the central pow- 
ergs except when -intended for Ameri- 
can hospital units. This exception, Mr. 


Taft wrote, was worthless, because on 


account of lack of funds the Red Cross 
had maintained no units in the bellig- 
erent countries since last October. 

The Red Cross considers the atti- 
tude of the British government in vio- 
lation of the Geneva convention, to 
which the United States and all of the. 
present belligerents are signatories, 
and holds that the American govern- 
ment has the fight to insist upon ob- 
Mr. Taft ex- 
pressed the hope that the British posi- 
tion was based upon an erroneous be- 
lief that the central powers had failed 
to agree to a reciprocal course in the 
treatment of articles for the sick and 
wounded. 

Shipments Held Up. 

“Since the beginning of the present 
war,” the letter said, “the American 
Red Cross has invited contributions of 
money and supplies with which to aid 
the wounded and suffering of all the 
belligerents. We have shipped to the 
Red Cross societies of each belligerent 
hospital supplies contributed to us for 
that purpose. We have found no dif- 
ficulty in sending such articles to the 
entente allies. We have had to obtain 


permits from Great Britain for the ship- 


ments to the Red Cross of the central 
powers. Until September, 1915, there 
was substantially no delay in the 
granting of these permits by Great 
Britain. Since that time we have had 
much difficulty in securing them, and 
the supplies donated in kind and des- 
ignated for the use of the central pow- 
ers have accumulated in our warehouse 
in Brooklyn. A permit was granted 
for only one shipment since that time— 
in January of this year. 

‘Through your department we are 
now in receipt of a communication from 
the British government, announcing 
that it does not intend to permit any 
further shipment, unless it is a ship- 
ment to our own hospital units, in a 
territory of the central powers. This 
exception amounts to no concession, 
for the reason that as the British gov- 
ernment was advised in August last, 
after the first of October, for lack of 
funds, we were able to maintain no 
hospital units in any of the belligerent 
countries. . 

“The authorities of the American 
Red Cross believe that under the 
Geneva convention, to which the 
United States and all the belligerent

MADE ROME OWL 


Great Pilgrimage of Yaarab 
Temple to Mecca in Rome 
Results in 64 Captives and 
Joy for the Faithful. 


At last report, which was about 11 
o’clock last night, Rome (Georgia) still 
sat on her seven hills, but the pale 
moon looked down upon a scene that 
made it want to hide behind a cloud, 
while tears trickled from the heavens. 
Early in the day the classic city capitu- 
lated to a horde of Nobles of the Mystic 
Shrine, whose caravan had trekked 
across the desert from the oasis of 
Atlanta intent upon making Rome the 
scene of a ceremonial peculiar to the 
followers of Islam. 

Strange as it may seem, the citizens 
of the Christian city made no attempt 
to defend it fron’ the nomads of the 
desert; the blue-coated sentinels at the 
gates of the city gazed with delight 
as the caravan advanced within the 
walls, and the ruler of the city met 
Colonel Walter P. Andrews, Illustrions 
Potentate of Yaarab temple, and com- 
mander of the invaders, gave him the 
glad hand, a slap on the back and the 
key to the stronghold of the city. Be- 
ing in a prohibition state, where noth- 
ing stronger than grapejuice is per- 
mitted even under lock and key, the 
possession of this key was of no use 
to the Illustrious One, with the excep- 
tion that it showed the good will of 
the Ruler of the City, and that he had 
gone as far as the law allowed him. 

Meanwhile the followers of Islam and 
the denizens of the city proceeded to 
fraternize and make merry upon the 
village green and the streets of the 
capital—of Floyd county. The Howling 
Dervishes howled, the chanters chanted, 
the Camel Milkers hunted camels to 
milk, and the Oriental band made the 
welkin ring with discordant noises 
that the unregenerated interpreted to 
be real Oriental music, and not know- 
ing the difference they exhibited their 
delight with screams of laughter, 
while the dogs of the city howled with 
pain. 

The special Shrine train over the 
Southern railway, decorated and dolled 
up like a country constable at a street 
fair by Master Mechanic Noble George 
Akans, and personally conducted by 
Noble J. C. Beam, W. W. Waits and 
High Priest C. L. Bass, pulled out of 
the Terminal station on time, crowded 
with nobles of Yaarab Temple, who de- 
voutly supplicated the East with sacred 
salaams in the hope that the train 
would stick to the raf_s and not strike 
across the desert along some camel 
trail. 

Prominent among the nobles making 
the pilgrimage was Yaarab Temple’s 
goat, which Ike Carter proudly packed 
up and down the aisles of the train. 
This goat has a record of participating 
in many ceremonials, and in order to 
get into proper fettle for night’s per- 
formance at Rome he broke up a game 
of African golf by eating the golf 
balls, spots and all; then seeing some 
nobles playing old maid, he ate the 
cards and licked his chops as he looked 
about for more provender; he tackled

MAY PROBE PUNISHMENT 
UF U-BOAT COMMANDERS 


Lansing Indicates United States 
May Make Inquiries of 
Germany and Austria. 


Washington, May 11.—Secretary Lan- 
sing indicated today that the United 
States might make inquiries of the Ger- 
man government regarding the punish- 
ment imposed upon the commander of 
the submarine that sank the Sussex. 

It was not disclosed how the inquiry 
would be made. State department of- 
ficials were not prepared todav to sav 
whether the department would insist 
upon any specific degree of punishment 
being inflicted upon the commander. 
There are numerous precedents. (for 
making such an inquiry. Germany, 
during trouble in China, insisted upon 
the execution of certain persons in the 
presence of a German officer. 

Secretary Lansing also indicated that 
the United States might make inqui- 
ries regarding the punishment inflict- 
ed by the Austrian government upon 
the commander of the submarine that 
sank the Italian steamship Ancona,

London, May 11.—The infantry ac- 
tions in the region of Verdun have 
again given way to artillery bombard- 
ments, the most violent of which was 
directed against the French positions 
in the Caillette wood and «heir second 
lines on the right bank of the Meuse. 
Bombardments also have taken place 
along the front held by the Belgians, 
and mining operations and artillery 
duels have predominated on the British 
front. A severe. artillery duel is in 
progress around the Hohenzollern re- 
doubt between the British and Ger- 
mans. 

The Russians and Germans on the 
western line are keeping up mutual 
bombardments at various points and 
similar conditions prevafl in the fight- 
ing between the Austrians and Italians 
in the mountainous region of the Aus- 
tro-Italian front. 


TURKS REPORT 
RUSSIAN DEFEAT. 


Constantinople reports that in the 
Caucasus region around Mount Kope 
the Turks in an attack drove out the 
Russians from positions about nine 
and one-half miles in extent and forced 
them to retreat eastward and likewise 
to the southeast of Mamahatun put the 
Russians to flight. 

The Germans who were defeated re- 
cently in the Kondoa-Irangi district 
of East Africa, have been reinforced 
and are now advancing on the British. 
A dispatch from the British com- 
mander, however, says his troops are 


quite sufficient to deal with the Ger- 
mans.

London, May 11.—The following offi- 
cial communication was issued tonight: 

“The enemy made an unsuccessful at- 
tempt to raid our trenches near -Or- 
fvillers last night. Today there has 
been mining activity near Beaumont, 
Hamer and Fricourt, both sides blowing 
up camouflets. The advantage remains 
with us.

TWO FRENCH ATTACKS 
CHECKED BY GERMANS. 


Berlin, May 11.—(By Wireless to Say- 
ville.)—Two French attacks on the Ver- 
dun front, one delivered near Dead Man 
Hill and the other southeeast of Hill 304, 
broke down with considerable losses 
under the German fire, the war office 
announced today. 

On the eastern front heavier fighting 
is under way. The Germans in one en- 
gagement captured 500 yards of Rus- 
sian positions, taking prisoner 309 un- 
wounded men.

14 Mexicans suspected of knowing something about the recent raids at 
Later all but four were released. 


Brownsville, Texas, May 11.—Curtis Bayles, an American farmer, was 
shot and killed tonight, a short distance from his home near Mercedes, Texas, 
by a band of four or five Mexicans who succeeded in escaping, presumably 
to the Mexican side of the Rio Grande.

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LEVY TO CONTINUE 
IN ACTIVE SERVICE 


Governor Nat Harris Turns 
Down Recommendation of 

, State Board That Augusta 
Officer Be Retired. 


Major Abram Levy will retain active 
command of the Augusta battalion of 
the National guard of Georgia, by an 
order of Governor Nat FE. Harris late 
last night, reversing the findings of the 
state retiring board. This order will 
be submitted to Adjutant General J. 
Van Holt Nash this morning. 

The retiring board, while praising 


officer and a good soldier, biamed him 
for an alleged state of bad discipline 
existing in his battalion and for an 
existing condition of alleged disorder 
within the ranks of his command, and 
it recommended that he be retired from 
active service, with full rank of ma- 
jor. 
Praise for Major Levy. 

“We find,” says the board in its 
findings, “that the testimony submit- 
ted does not warrant the conclusion 
that Major Levy is unfit to hold a 
commission in the National guard of 
Georgia. It appears that Majer Levy 
whas had a long and faithful career as 
an officer in the service of the state. 
He enjoys the confidence of a large 
majority of the citizens of his com- 
munity, and, under circumstances call- 
ing for cool judgment, executive ability 
and military knowledge, he has acquit- 
ted himself creditably.” 

The board fhen finds that, from the 
evidence, there is a state of affairs 
in the battalion that has very seriously 
disrupted, if not entirely destroyed the 
discipline of the command. While this 
condition was not entirely brought 
about by Major Levy, the report de- 
clares, he allowed it to continue, and 
to grow until it is now bevycad his con- 
trol, it is charged. 

The board believes, therefore, says 
the findings, that Major Levy should 
be held responsible for this condition, 
and it recomménds that: he be “with- 
drawn from active service and be com- 
misioned as a retired officer, with the 
rank of the highest grade he has at- 
tained during his long and faithful 
career as an officer in the service of 
the state.” 

Governor's Decision. 

In withholding his approval of the 
findings, Governor Harris places his 
action squarely upon the interpreta- 
tion of the law as set forth in section 
1392, penal code. “That section,” said 
the governor last night, “requires the 
board to pass upon the fitness of the 
officer to remain in commission, mean- 
ing, of course, the commission which 
he then holds. If he is found to be fit 
the law intends that he should be left 
in office, and recommendation to retire 
would not be authorized. 

“The board finds that the-.testimony 
does not warrant the conclusion that 
Major Levy is unfit to hold his com- 
mission.” 

“Having so found,” the governor con- 
tinued, “this finding was exhaustive of 
their powers, and any recommendations 
to the contrary must be disregarded.” 

Governor Harris ascribes to the re- 
tiring board the “very highest of mo- 
tives’’ in recommending that Major 
+ Levy be retired: but he says he feels 
that if he should approve it it would 
“serve to establish a legal precedent 
that would put in jeopardy the commis- 
sions of all officers who, while elected 
to hold during good behavior, would 
be subject to removal at any time, re- 
gardless of efficiency.” 

The result of Governor Harris’ con- 
clusions will be, therefore, to keep Ma- 
jor Levy upon the active list, and leave 
him in command of the battalion at 
Augusta.

The stumbling block at El Paso ap- 
pears to have been the cetermination 
of General Carranza to have an early 
date set by which all American troops 
would be withdrawn from Mexico. In 
every. communication or published ut- 
terance of the first chief he has dwelt 
on the necessity of getting the troops 
off Mexican soil if unfortunate inci- 
dents, such as that at Parral, are to 
be avoided. 

The only reply to General Obregon’s 
arguments that General Scott has been 
authorized to e, so far as known, 
was that the troops would be with- 
drawn as soon as the de facto govern- 
ment had demonstrated its ability to 
protect the border from raids. Just 
what physical facts would be required 
to constitute that demonstration is not 
known, although it is apparent that the 
simple assurances of the Mexican of- 
ficials that they were able to handle 
the situation was not regarded as suf- 
ficient. 

The war department, regardless of 
the diplomatic moves or the progress 
of the El Paso conference, has been 
taking every possible precaution to see 
that it was not caught napping by any- 
thing that might happen beyond the 
border.

Joseph Elb., quartermaster, 
with two sailors, who arrived here last 
night in an open boat bringing news 
of the disaster, said today that five 
lifeboats were launched when the Roa- 
noke began to settle and that he saw 
two of them swamped by waves. So 
far as known Elb and his companions 
are the only survivors.

MEETING OF NEUTRALS 


T0 OFFER MEDIATION 


Peace Organization Starts 
Movement to Urge Wilson 
to Call Conference. 


New York, May 11.—In response to 
an appeal from The Netherlands anti- 
war council, a meeting at which will 
be considered a proposal that Presi- 


ference of neutrals to offer mediation 
in the war will be called soon in this 
country. 

Hamilton Holt, chairman of the 
American branch of the central organi- 
zation of durable peace, today an- 
nounced receipt of the appeal. 

The appeal indicates a belief by many 
persons in The Netherlands that Em- 
peror William, through Germany’s. re- 
ply to the American note, made an in- 
direct bid for peace. 

No date has yet been set for the 
meeting, but Mr. Holt will submit 
copies of the appeal to peace organi- 
zations and to President Wilson. Mr. 
Holt said the purpose of the meeting 
would be to set in motion whatever 
forces it might hope to direct toward 
peace. The text of the communication 
follows: 

“The committee of the anti-Oorlag 
Raad (anti-war council) considers the 
fact that the German gov&nment says 
in its recent note to America that it 
twice publicly declared it was willing 
to bring about peace as a new cause 
for mediative action from neutral sides. 

“The Swedish second chamber has 
officially expressed a wish for co-oper- 
ative neutral mediation. <Anti-Oorlag 
Raad urges same. Dutch government 
and Switzerland are strong for equal 
action. Recent speeches of Bethmann- 
Hollweg and Asquith open possibility of 
conciliation. 

“The Dutch committee hopes you will 
deem possible co-operation of Ameri- 
can peace organizations and eventually 
the Mohonk conference, in urging Presi- 
dent Wilson to promote a conference 
of neutrals to offer mediation for dura- 
ble peace and an international system 
which will secure the principle of equal 
rights for all civilized states, as As- 
quith has described the purpose of the 
allies.”’

DEFEAT OF RUSSIANS 
CLAIMED BY TURKS. 


Constantinople, May i1.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—In an all-day battle in the 
Mount Kope sector, on the Caucasus 
front, the Turks drove the Russians 
out of positions nearly ten miles in 
length, capturing more than 300 men 
and four machine guns, according to 
today’s official announcement by the 
Turkish war office. 

The official statement is as follows: 

“Felahie sector (Mesopotamia): There 
have been no evegts aside from an ar- 
tillery battle accompanied by inter- 
mittent infantry fire. 

“Caucasus front: In the sector of 
Mount Kope, in a battle which began 
on the forenoon of May §&, with our 
attack and lasted until evening, the 
enemy was driven out of positions 
about 15 kilometres in extent by a bay- 
onet attack and thrown back eastward. 
We captured six officers, more than 
300 men and four machine guns. Our 
pursuing detachment, despite a heavy 
snowstorm, maintained contact with 
the retreating enemy detachments. 

“Likewise as a result of the success- 
ful surprise attack on the night of 
May 9 on the camp of the enemy near 
Baschkjoej, 50 kilometres southeast of 
Mamahatun, 250 infantry and 200 cav- 
alry, which comprised the enemy force, 
were forced to flight by the bayonet 
and excepting a small number, were 
destroyed. 

“In the coast sector no change of im- 
portance has occurred. The enemy, 
who endeavored to advance from west 
of Dschewislik was obliged to retreat 
northwards owing to an_ enveloping 
movement of our troopy.

Blk AIRSHIP WRECKED: 
TWO AVIATORS MISSING 


Latest Model Flying Boat 
Throws Propeller and 
Falls into Potomac. 


Washington, May 11.—The hydro- 
aeroplane H-7, said to have been the 
largest flying boat in America, and 
with which J. C. Maccauley recently 
established several speed and endurance 
records, was wrecked in the Potomac 
river near Mount Vernon today with a 
probable loss of two lives and serious 
injuries to Maccauley and the two oth- 
or persons aboard. The craft lost a 
propeller while returning at great 
speed from Washington to the Atlantic 
coast aeronautical station at Newport 
News, and plunged 100 feet into the 
river, turning over three times in its 
descent and collapsing after it struck 
the water. 

Louis Krantz, a mechanician, and 
Charles A. Good, of Elyria, Ohio, a 
student aviator, have been given up 
as lost. Maccauley and Philip Utter, 
a mechanician, with Dudley Mayo, a 
Washington newspaper man, who was 
a passenger, were rescued by a tué. 
Utter was picked up unconscious, 
while Maccauley was badly hurt. Both 
were taken to a hospital and neither 
was able to tell tonight exactly what 
happened. Dudley suffered from shock 
and after his return to Washington was 
sent to a hospital. He also was unablé 
to give a clear account of the accident. 
All three are expected to recover. 

The H-7 arrived here from Newport 
News Tuesday afternoon, bringing as a 
passenger John A. Viney, president of 
the Newport News Chamber of Com- 
merce, who bore a message of greeting 
to the local chamber, and Lieutenant 
Norman Hill, of the coast guard 
service. On the trip up the Potomac, 
trouble with one of the propellers de- 
veloped and the craft descended at In- 
dian Head and made the remainded of 
the journey on the water. Mr. Viney 
and Lieutenant Hill returned to New- 
port News by rail. 

The flying boat left here shortly be- 
fore 8 o'clock this morning and was 
off Bryan’s Point, 17 miles below 
Washington, when the accident oc- 
curred. The craft struck the water 
barely a hundred yards from the tug 
John Miller, the crew of which rescued 
Maccauley, Utter and Dudley and made 
a vain search for the others. A gov- 
ernment tug towed the wrecked craft 
to Fort Washington, where it was be- 
ing examined tonight in an effort to 
determine the cause of the accident. 

The H-7 was only recently completed 
at the Newport News station and had 
several trial flights last month. Early 
in May it broke a record for speed and 
distance traveled and later smashed 
its own record with a flight to Balti- 
more, The trip to Washington was 
begun last Tuesday immediately after 
the craft returned from Baltimore. 

The vessel weighed about three tons, 
and was propelled by two screws 
driven by two motors of 160-horse- 
power each. It had attained a speed of 
more than 100 miles. It was of a type 
for which the Russian government is 
said to have placed several orders.

mended by Committee. 


After a meeting lasting for about an 
hour the fire committee of council yes- 
erday recommended the passage of an 
ordinance by Councilman Woodall abol- 
ishing the use of wood shingles 
throughout the city limits. The report 
of the committee on the ordinance will 
be read to council at its meeting Mon- 
day. In view of the fact that the or- 
dinance has been changed in several 
respects from the one passed on its 
first reading at the last meeting it 
must now come up again for two read- 
ings before being passed. 

Members of the chamber of com- 
merce and local lumber dealers ap- 
peared before the committee to talk 
about the ordinance. The chamber com- 
mittee was headed by Dan B. Harris 
as chairman. 

He made a very concise statement of 
the advantages of the ordinance. He 
told of the need for fireproof roofs for 
the good of the city at large. He pre- 
dicted that in the near future the city 
will find itself unable to get insur- 
ance on houses having any but fireproof 
roofs. Three large insurance companies 
have sent out letters to their agents 
telling them to refuse all policies 


«where the property in question is not 


under a fireproof roof, he declared. 
West Opposes Ordinance. 

J. J. West. of the West Lumber com- 
pany, argued against the ogdinance. He 
declared that he thought it would work 
a hardship on the poor people of the 
city who are trying to buy their homes 
on the installment plan. His motive 
for speaking against the ordinance was 
based entirely on that idea, he declar- 
ed. He admitted that the law would be 
a good thing for the city. 

The ordinance sets out that all build- 
ings in the city limits shall have fire- 
proof roofing ranking as class A and 
B, under the ruling of the national 
board of fire underwriters, except 
frame dwellings and buildings not ex- 
ceeding two stories or thirty feet in 
height and not used for warehouse or 
mercantile purposes. 

Under the ordinance, all frame dwell- 
ings and buildings exempted under the 
first clause of the law shall have fire 
proof roofing classed not lower than 
F by the National Fire board. A layer 
of deadening felt shall be placed be- 
tween metal roof and the supporting 
wood. The wooden planking shall not 
in any case be extended across the 
side of party walls. The top and sides 
of dormer windows shall be protected 
the same as the roof. No existing 
shingle roof shall be repaired more 
than 10 per cent if damaged. In no 
event shall such repair exceed more 
than 25 per cent of the roof during any 
period of twelve months. 


Description of Roofing. 


The ordinance carries with it a de- 
scription of the different classifications 
of roofing permissible under the law. 
Class A roofs shall be of such mate- 
rial as is not flammable and does not 
carry or communicate fire. Class B 
roofing shall be of such material as 
is not readily flammable and does not 
communicate fires. Both these classes 
shall be of such material as not to re- 
quire frequent repair. 

Class C roofing shall be of such ma- 
terial as is not readily flammable and 
does not communicate fire to a serious 
degree and must (be durable, but may 
require occasional repairs. Class D 
roofing must be not readily flammable 
and ust not communicate fires to a 
seriols degree, but may have a slight 
flying brand hazard and may require 
occasional repairs. 

Class FE roofing must not be readily 
flammable, but will carry fires when 
exposed to severe fire conditions. They 
must be durable, but may require main- 
taining. Class F roofing must not be 
readily flammable, but will carry fires 
when exposed to severe conditions. 
They may possess slight flying brand 
hazard, but must be durable with main- 
taining. 

The law will become operative Jan- 
uary 1, 1917, and provides a penalty for 
its abuse of $200 fine with thirty days 
on the gang, any or all.

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NO MORE BLIND TIGERS. 

it has been demonstrated that the At- 
lanta “blind tiger” cannot hope to accom- 
plish anything or get anywhere—except to 
the chaingang. 

Recorder Johnson has set the pace, and 
it is a swift one—$200 fine and 30 days on 
the city chaingang, after which the “tiger” 
must answer to the state courts and run the 
gauntlet of another fine and chaingang sen- 


tence. 
Atlanta like other Georgia cities, has 


determined that the new prohibition laws 
shall be enforced; that there shall be no 
more illegal manufacture and sale of intoxi- 
cants. This fact could not be made clearer 
or brought more positively home to the un- 
derstanding of potential offenders than has 
been done by Recorder Johnson in his impo- 
sition in every case, white and colored, of 
the maximum sentence under the city ordi- 
nances and binding over to the state courts 
for violation of the state law. 

The state courts may be relied upon to 
do their part; the imposition of a few 
chaingang sentences upon proven “blind 
tigers” will definitely settle their policy, as 
has been done in the case of the Atlanta 
recorder’s court. 

Henceforth, the “blind tiger” will ply his 
trade at his own peril; he will embark in 
the business with his eyes open; there can 
be no pleading ignorance as to the penalty. 

The precedent is set ‘and the penalty 
fixed. The man who undertakes this pre- 
carious profession may expect the maximum 
fine and chaingang sentence if he is caught, 
and sooner or later he will be. 

There is no fanaticism about Atlanta’s 
attitude on this subject, no threat of viola- 
tion or infringement of alleged personal 
rights. But there is a determination to en- 
force the law absolutely and rigidly against 
the sale of whisky and other alcoholic 
drinks; and the man'who sells it or has it 
on hand for too evident sale, may expect 
to suffer for it. ’ 

All Atlanta, at least all conservative and 
law-abiding Atlanta, will cordially and heart- 
ily commend the attitude of Recorder John- 
son and the state courts which have shown 
determination to enforce the law to the full 
limit of the penalty provided. 

Would-be “blind tigers” have had full 
notice. The warning signboards have been 
prominently set up in bigger, clearer let- 
ters than ever before; there is no mistaking 
them; ‘they point for the offender to the in- 
evitable—the chaingang! 


PUT THE RIVER TO WORK. 


Development of the Chattahoochee river 
between Atlanta and Columbus, which may 
become an early achievement following a 
complete and exhaustive survey to be made 
by the board of army engineers, will open 
up valuable and important possibilites in 
two directions—navigation and manufactur- 
ing through tremendous power output. 

Extraordinary encouragement has been 
given the project through the recommenda- 
tions of Major Brown, U. S. A., who con- 
ducted a preliminary survey and who re- 
ports that while improving for navigation 
between these two cities, there can be de- 
veloped an aggregate of 250,000 horsepower. 
It is estimated ‘that one of the proposed 
dams alone would supply power sufficient 
to make nitrates enough to give both Geor- 
gia and Alabama all the nitrogen fertilizer 
they need. 

The navigation end of the problem is of 


>. great consequence to Atlanta as well as to 
every city and town within transportation 
_.  ecess to the river, over its course of some

200 miles as it winds its way down to Co 
lumbus. Accessible water transportation is 


the accepted basis upon which the lowest 
obtainable freight rates are made. This is 
a permanent advantage whose desirability 
is not to be questioned. 

But with 250,000 available horsepower 

we shall make something to transport and 
make it, too, right at the riverside. It is of 
interest and significance that the two de- 
velopments go hand in hdnd. They can be 
made at the same time, the one fitting into 
the other, and at far less aggregate expense 
than if each enterprise were entered into 
separately. — 
- The Atlanta Chamber of Commerce, Co- 
lumbus Board of Trade and other civic 
organizations have rendered splendid serv- 
ice in pushing this project as they have; 
and it is not to be questioned that with such 
possibility of success in view, they will keep 
back of it in order to bring about the speed- 
iest possible accomplishment. 

We should put the Chattahoochee river 
to work. It has been wasting its energy 
long enough. Let the final survey be made 
and then go to congress for whatever leg- 
islation is necessary to carry out the project 
along the line of the board’s recommenda- 
tions. 7 

It is a development which would un- 
doubtedly mean more to Georgia than any 
other single enterprise of this nature; and 
we cannot move forward too quickly to its 
consummation. 


AS 70 FEDERAL LAWS. 


It is an interesting and significant fact 
that the first attack upon Georgia’s new 
prohibition laws has been made in the 
United States courts. 

This attack comes in the shape of a 
petition for injunction by the Ocilla, Pine- 
bloom and Valdosta Railroad company, filed 
before Judge Emory Speer, of the United 
States court for the southern district of 
Georgia, seeking to prevent the seizure of 
two carloads of whisky and other intox- 
icants, on the ground that they were ship- 
ped to and received at their destination, 
Leilaton, Coffee county, prior to May 1, 
when the new prohibition laws went into 
effect. 

Judge Speer, as is done in all such cases, 
granted a temporary restraining order and 
set the case for early hearing. In the mean- 
time, the two cars of liquor are in the hands 
of the United States court and under its 
jurisdiction as to what disposition shall ulti- 
mately be made of them. 

What a pity it would be if all of this 
liquor should be thrown upon a helpless and 
protesting community, under and by the 
authority of the laws of the United States! 

Of course, Judge Speer will track the 
law as to the disposition which is to be made 
of this whisky. A well-known prohibitionist 
himself, there will be not even the remotest 
question of his ‘desire and effort to deter- 
mine this case, under the law, in accordance 
with the best interests of the community 
involved. 

Regardless of the time at which this 
whisky was shipped, it is almost impossible 


-to conceive that the laws of the United’ 


States would permit a gross violation of the 
laws of Georgia, such as is apparently con- 
templated. 

It is the fact that the United States 
government is making little or no effort to 
assist in the upholding and enforcement of 
state’ prohibition laws that makes the peo- 
ple fearful of the result whenever a federal 


| agency is invoked against them. We have 


in mind particularly the well-known cir- 
cumstance that while it is a criminal of- 
fense, punishable by fine and imprison- 
ment, to publish a whisky or beer adver- 
tisement in Georgia, whether in a news- 
paper, upon a bulletin board or anywhere 
else, the United States mails are still open 
to direct personal solicitation from whisky 
inen in all parts of the country. 

Not only that, but this personal solicita- 
tion, which is even more appealing than 
the casual advertisement, is addressed to 
women and children, and the trade and 
custom of minors is directly solicited! 

Striking attention is called to this fact 
in the following letter written to United 
States Senator T. W. Hardwick by a rela- 
tive, a well-known Atlanta business man. 
whose children’ received these personal 
solicitations through the United States 
mails: 


Hon. T. W. Hardwick, U. S. S., 
ington, D. C.—My Dear T. W.: I inclose 
herewith four envelopes together with 
some liquor advertisements received at 
my home a few days since through the 
Ut. S. mails. You will notice that one is 
to me and one each to my three children 
—two of whom are young ladies and one 
a minor. 

I wish to enter my protest against the 
use of our mails for such purposes when 
such advertisements are banned by the 
state and it is within the power of the 
government to protect us. We are pro- 
tected against the use of the mails for lot- 
teries, obscene matter, rattlesnakes and 
numerous other things, and, according 
to my way of thinking, these come un- 
der the same class. Why not invoke the 
doctrine of state’s rights, for which we 
southern people have been such stick- 
lers, in this matter, and give us a chance 
to regulate our internal affairs as the 
majority of our good people think best? 

I appeal to you personally as well as 
an official to assist us and do it as speed- 
ily as possible.

MATCHES

A match is a canned conflagration which 
is usually carried in someone else’s vest 
pocket. It is practically the only thing which 
can be borrowed and never paid back with- 
out injuring the borrower's credit. 

A match is made by tipping a splinter of 
wood with a small sample of the future resti- 
dence of a misspent life. It can be ignited by 
drawing it transversely across the rear out- 
side of a pair of cheap trousers from north- 
east to southwest, or by scratching it on a 
lamp post, or a white enameled door frame, 
or a public building, or a red and gold wall 
paper at $1 a roll. 

Matches are a modern marvel. A hundred 
years ago there were no matches to speak 
of and only a few men had time enough to 
acquire the cigar habit. Fifty years ago 
matches cost a quarter a box, and a box was 
made to last a year in a frugal family. Now 
matches cost a penny a box and are so cheap 
that many a man buys ten dollars’ worth 
each year. There 1s a moral in this, but the 
railroad magnate who faints at the idea of 
selling rides at one cent a mile cannot see it. 

A match is a little thing—merely a stick 
and a sputter—but it is so important that 
many a man whose time is worth $10 a 
minute will stop work and hunt through 
eighteen pockets for one; and if he cannot 
find a match, he will go to a friend, whose 
time is worth $5 a minute, and stop his work 
while he borrows one. Men are divided into 
two classes—those who can get along without 
matches and those who have never been able 
to give up the cigar habit. When a man 
learns to smoke, he becomes a slave to the 
match. He can get along withvout his wife 
for three months, while she seashores, but 
without a match he is lost and useless and 
distressed. To find whether or not a man 
is a slave to tobacco, search his vest pockets. 
If you find there a match, blackened with 
age, you will be perfectly safe in offering 
him your last cigar. 

Originally, matches were tipped with sul- 
phur and had to be scratched with great 
energy and persistence, after which it became 
necessary to go away until the head was 
consumed. But great improvements have 
been made in matches in the last genera- 
tion. We have now the edible match which 
can be eaten by babies with marked benefit: 
the safety match which cannot be lighted 
unless you can find the box it come in; the 
windy weather match which cannot be ex- 
tinguished until it has burned out; and the 
noiseless and smell-less match which is a 
boon to the burglar profession and to hus- 
bands who come in late at night. 

Matches are a great boon to mankind, but 
should not be treated carelessly. One of the 
easiest ways to get rid of a house, of which 
you have become wearied, is to leave a box 
of matches around where a baby or a mouse 
can get a little innocent amusement out of it.

Railroad Commissioners was formed, 
and Mr. Candler was elected its presi- 
dent for one year.

P. Darby, secretary of the South Caro- 
lina commission, assistant secretary. 

In addition to these there will be an 
executive committee, to ve named by 
President Candler, and to be composed 
of oné,representative of the railroad 
commission ot each of the nine states 
embodied in the association. 

The purpose and objects of the new 
organization, which has no counterpart 
in the United States, are set rorth in 
the following resolutions, adopted 
at Thursday's sessions: 

Uniformity Is Desired. 

“Whereas, it is apparent that uniformity 
in classification of articles of freight, uni- 
tormity in ruies of packing, descriptions, 
demurrage, sterage, switching and uniform 
carioad minimum requirements are greatly 
to be desired througnout the southern clas- 
sification territory. ‘therefore be it 

‘Resolved, 1. TRat it is the sense of the 
railroad and corporation commissioners of 
the several states embraced in this terri- 
tory that such uniformity as is practicable 
should be agreed upon and be prescribed by 
the various commissioners of the severai 
states embraced therein. 

“2. That for the purpose of investigating 
the advisability and practicability of such 
proper uniform classification descriptions, 
rules of packing, demurrage, storage, car- 
load minima requirements, etc., each state 
commission shali appoint a member of a 
central committee, said committee to be 
called together by the president of this 
association at a date as early as prac- 
ticable. That it shall be the duty of said 
committee, after carefully considering the 
conditions in the several states, to report 
to this association, at a meeting to be called 
by the president, recommendations touching 
a uniform classification and uniform rules 
re cting the subjects enumerated and 
other ruies and subjeets touching services 
rendered to the public by ralliroad com- 
panies,’’ 

Approves Sheppard Amendment. 

Another resolution placed the association 
on record as approving the amendment of 
the act to regulate commerce offered by 
United States Senator Sheppard, of Texas, 
having for its object the reservation and 
confirmation of the right of the states to 
regulate intrastate commerce, and this as- 
sociation reaffirmed the action:of the na- 
tional association of railway commissioners 
on this Subject at its 1914 session, 

The association, by vote, requested 
the railroad commission of Georgia ‘to

this time. 

No Attack on Prohibition, 

It is also indicated that Hon. Ray 
Rushton, who ran as an opponent to 
state-wide prohibition, has been elect- 
ed as a delegate at large, while it 
seems that his companions, Mr. Sprag- 
gins and Mr. Willet, were defeated. 

Nobody in the campaign made any 
attack on state-wide prohiibtion or 
called for a repeal of the present laws. 
It is not believed that any newspaper 
took any position during the present 
campaign antagonistic to the astate- 
wide laws. 

In Jefferson county, which alone 
constitutes a congressional district, 
Hon. Thomas J. Judge, who declared 
during the last week for local option, 
was very badly defgated by the incum- 
bent, Hon. George Huddleston, who is 
a state-wide prohibitionist, and who 
was supported by probably eighty or 
ninety per cent of the prohibition vot- 
ers of the county. At a very late 
hour, Hon. Charles E. Rice came out 
also as a prohibition candidate, but did 
not receive many votes.
